adjournm ent until Tuesday July 8. 
T he shooting 
took place in M an­ 
chester's office. T he 
fact tha t he 
was dead was w ithheld for 
several 
m inutes. 
The dram atic interlude in the trial 
followed two 
day s of op ening sta te ­ 
m ents and introduction of volum in­ 
ous correspondence files as evidence. 
T he tak ing of testim ony was to start 
today w ith J. A. Campbell, veteran 
chairm an 
of

for the 
Youngstown company , on the stand. 
M anchester 
had been 
associated 
w ith 
Campbell 
and

"lube Company since organization of 
the 
firm . 
U ntil 1917 he 
handled 
legal m atters for the company while 
a m em ber of the firm of Hine, K en­ 
nedy , M anchester & Ford. 
W as G eneral Counsel 
In 1917 he left the law firm to be­ 
come 
G eneral 
Counsel 
of 
t he 
Youngstown 
Company . 
He 
was 
m arried and had one daughter. 
J. C. A rgetsinger, Associate G ener­ 
al Counsel of the Youngstown com ­ 
pany , heard the 
shot 
w ith w hich 
M anchester 
k illed 
him self. 
H e 
rushed into his office, located on the 
public square, 
and found the body 
slum ped in a chair at a desk . M an­ 
chester had shot himself in the right 
temple. 
A rgetsinger 
declared the suicide 
was caused by a nervous break down 
due to overwork . 
M anchester was 
rep orted to have 
been in a melancholy mood for the 
p ast two m onths and* associates said 
he was p articularly depressed last 
night.

The still, a small one, had been 
in operation only a few 
day s. 
A city policeman m ad e the raid a fte r a tenem ent in­ 
spector had discov ered it. 
Now a sob-sister could probably 
write quite a story about 
this mother. 
But that isn’t what 
w e ’re trying to do here. 
Our object right now is to call y our attention to a nothe r in­ 
cident that happened in the sam e city on the sam e day. 
While this w om a n’s still was being raided, a lire was 
breaking out in a six-story w arehouse in a nothe r part of New 
York. 
It was a disastrous fire, tak ing the lives of three 
men; and when the flames died down a nd the firemen went 
into the ruins, they found that this w arehouse had housed 
an enormous distillery— the largest, it is said, ever operated 
in New York since prohibtion w ent into effect. 
The still was so elaborate, in fact, that hundreds of tons 
of machinery were installed. 
No one had ever molested 
it. 
howev er, if it had not been for that accidental tire the thing 
probably would be operating yet. 
You might take time out for a 
minute to contrast these 
twro stills. 
One— a small one, relatively unim portant to the liquor 
supply of a big city 
gets raided two or three days after it is 
put into operation. 
The othe r— a trem e nd ous one. so big that it is almost mi 
possible to understand how it could even have been installed 
without attra cting the attention of some official agency 
had enjoyed no one k nows how many months of immunity. 
In the end it was destroyed, not by the police or federal 
agents, but by an accidental lire. 
This contrast is som ething you c a n’t 
laugh off.
